RESOLUTION 
New Delhi, the 18th September 1950 
No . 42 /21 / 49 -NGS . The policy of the Government 
of India in regard to communal representation in the 
Services immediately before the coming into force of 
the new Constitution was that in appointments made 
by open competition 121 per cent . of the vacancies 
filled by direct recruitment were reserved for candi 
dates belonging to the Scheduled Sastes while in 
regard to posts and services for which recruitment 
was made otherwise than by competition the principal 
communities in the country were given appointments 
in proportion to their population . Certain reservations 
were also made for Anglo - Indians in serviccs with 
which they had special past associations , 

2 . The Government of India have now l eviewed 
their policy in this regard in the light of the provisions 
of the Constitution of India which lay down inter 
alia tliat with certain exceptions no discrimination 
shall be made in the matter of appointments to the 
Services under the State on grounds of race , religiou , 
caste , eto . The exceptions are that special provision 
shall be made for Soheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes in all Services and for Anglo - Indians in those 
services in which they had special raservations on 
the 14th August , 1947. Pending the deteruination 
of tbe figures of population at the Census of 1951 the 
Government of India have decided to make the follow 
ing reservations in recruitment to posts and services 
under them : 
(a ) Scheduled Castes . - The existing reservation 

of 125 per cent. of vacancies filled by direct 
recruitment in favour of the Scheduled 
Castes will continue in the case of recruit 
ment to posts and services made , on an all 
India basis , by open competition , 16 ., 
through the Union Public Service Com 
mission or by means of open compotitive 
testz held by any other authority . Where 
recruitment ja mude otherwise than by open 
compolition the reservation for Scheduled 

Castes will bo 16 -2 /3 per cent, as at present. 
( b ) Scheduled Trib88. Both in recruitment by 

open competition and in rocruitment made 
otherwise than by open competition there 
will be a reservation in favour of inembers 
of Scheduled Tribes of 6 per cent . of the 

vacancies filled by direct recruitment. 
( c) Anglo -Indians. — The reservntions which were 

in force in favour of Anglo -Indians in the 
Railway Services , the Posts and Telegraphs 
Department and the Customs Department 
on the 14th August 1947, will be continued 
subject to the provisions of Article 338 of 
the Constitution . 


3 . The reservations prescribed in the previous para 
graph will apply in the case of recruitment made on 
an all - India basis . Under the Constitution all citizens 
of India nro eligiblo for consideration for appoint 
ment to posts and services under the Central Gov 
ernment irrespective of their domicile or place of 
birth and there can be no recruitment to any Central 
Servion which is confined by rule to the inhabitants 
of any specified area . In practice however recruit 
ment to Class I and Class II Services and posts is 
likely to attract candidates from all over India and 
will be on a truly all - India basis , while for the 
majority of Class III Services and posts which are 
filled otherwise than through the Union Public Ser . 
vice Commission only those residing in the area of 
locality in which the office is located are likely to 
apply . In the latter class of cases the percentages 
of reservations for Scheduled Oastes and Scheduled 
Tribes will be fixed by Government taking into 
Account the population of the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes in that area . 

4 . ( 1) The orders regarding reservation of vacancies 
in favour of the various communities will not apply 
to recruitmont by promotion which will continue to 
be made as heretofore irrespective of communal con 
siderations and on the basis of seniority and / or 
merit as the case may be . 

(2 ) In all ( uses a miniinum standard of quali 
fications will be prescribed and the reservations will 
be subject to the over -all condition that candidates of 
the requisite communities possessing the prescribed 
qualifications and suitable in all respects for the 
appointment in question , are forthcoming in sufi 
cient numbers for the vacancies reserved for them . 

(3 ) The maximum age limits prescribed for 
appointment to & service or post will be increased by 
three years in case of candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and Soheduled Tribes and the fees 
prescribed for admission to any examination or selec 
tion will be reduced to one - fourth in their case . 

( 4 ) l or the purposes of these orders , a person 
shall be held to be a member of the Scheiluled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes , as the case may be, if he 
belongs to a caste or & tribe which under the Consti 
tution (Scheduled Castes ) Order, 1950 , or under the 
Constitution ( Scheduled Tribes ) Order , 1960 , has 
been declared to be Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe for the area in which he and / or his family 
ordinarily reside (s ). Separate instruutions will issue 
declaring the castes and tribes which should be con 
sidered as Scheduled Cagtes and Scheduled Tribes 
for the purpose of these orders in Part C States and 
Part D territories . 

(5 ) These orders are applicable to all services 
under the control of the Government of India includ 
ing posts and services in States in Part C of the 
First Schedule to the Constitution and will be deemed 
to have come into effect on the 20th January 1950 

5 . The orders contained in the Ministry of Home 
Affairs Resolution No . 16 / 10 /47 - Estt. , dated the 21st 
August, 1947, Office Memorandum No. 91 / 93 / 47 - Estt., 
dated the 22nd August , 1947 and other orders issued 
on the basis of those orders are hereby cancelled . 


ORDER - ORDERED th it a copy of the Resolution 
be communicated to all Ministries of the Government 
of India , all Chief Commissioners , the Cabinet 
Secretariat, the Prime Minister s Secretariat, the 
Partition Socretariat, Directorate General of Re 
settlement and Employment, Principal, I. A . 8 .

Abu , Director , Intelligence Bureau, and the Union 
Public Service Commission , for information and 
guidance : and Supreme Court of India , the Comptroller 
and Auditor General and all State Governments , 
for information ; and also that the Resolution be 
published in the Guzette of India .

REGULATIONS : 

The Regulations enacted by the Government of 
India at the initial stage wore found to be inadequate 
by the Council who has made a comprehensive re 
vision thereof to suit the special needs of the profes 
sion in India . The first set of amendmonts had been 
finally publishod on 26th May, 1950 , and the second 
set will bo finalised shortly . When these revised 
Regulations come into force, it is hoped , the work 
of the Council will progress satisfactorily . 


In the March 1950 Council meeting amendments 
to Regulations 32 have been suggested for taking 
Arliclod Clerks by paid assistants or partners after 
their completing 8 yours of practice . These amond 
incnts have not yet been brought into force . 


DESIGNATION : 

The Council has recognised under the Proviso to 
Section 7 , the six British Institutes of Accountancy 
previously recognised under tho Auditors Certificato 
Rules , 1992 to enablo their members to add uppro 
priate letters only to their names to indicate member 
ship of such Institutes . 


EXAMINATION SYLLABUS: 

According to Regulations 19 and 22 & uew syllabus 
was prescribed but the Council thought fit to revise 
the said syllabus and the revised syllabus will ocage 
into forco from 1962 . Under tho revised syllabus , 
passing the Final Exiuinination in Groups has been 
withdrawn and a miuimum of marks in each paper 
as well as in the aggregate has been prescribed .

The Council in the initial stage could not make 
arrangement for the publication of a journal of the 
Institute but has been able to igue a monthly 
Bulletin which is slowly gaining ground .
